If the government sees a solullon In 
greater concentralion of resources, up to 
the point of ratlonal monopolies, why 
should companies hold back modestly 
when coımpetiilon is such an annoying 
thing anyway? Some companies have al- 
ready made the move on thelr own and 
are seeking to realise the new sysltem— 
Mannesmann and Thyssen, for example, 
are going Into joint production of steel 
pipes, 

Confirming to some extent {he thesis 
of lhe interdependence of all economië 
Processes a standard steel company is 
now in the news, A spokesman for IG 
Metall (the metalworkers’ union} said 
that no company is now able to competa 
with the new mammoth Mannesmann- 
Thyssen combine, It ig advisable there- 
fora that the steel industry should come 
under joint nianragement. 

This statement, wliich was ımollfied 
later by Olto Brenner, is only logical and, 
alter all that has taken Place, consistent, 
Wherever tha conditions ate favourable, 
companies are now doubtless considering 
how thea creation of standard enlerprisos 
can blunt the edge of compellion.
